our readers. We give it in his own words. 

_Itis now two years fince the firft tranfla- 
tions from the Galic language were handed 
about in manufcript among pecple of tatte 
in Scetland. They became at laft fo much 
corrupted, through the carelefinefs of tran- 
icribers, that, 1or my own fake, I was 
obliged to print the genuine copies. Some 
other pi were added to fwell the publica- 
tion into a pamphlet, which was entitled, 
Fragments of antient Poetry. The Frag- 
ments, upon their firft appearance, were {fo 
much approved of, that. feveral perfons of 
rank, as wellas taite, prevailed with me to 
make a journey into the Highlands and 
Welftern Ifles, in order to recover’ what re- 
mained of the works of the old bards, efpe- 
cially thofe of Offian, the fon of Fingal, 
who. was the beft, as well as moft antient of 
thofe who are celebrated in tradition for 
their poetical genius. ... Several Gentlemen 
in the Highlands and Mfles generoufly gave 
me all the afiiftance in their power, and it 
was by their means that I was enabled to 
complete the epic poem.... 

The ftrongeit objection to the authenticity 
of the poems now given to the Public under 
the name ef Offian,. is the improbability of 
their being-handed down by tradition through 
fo many centuries. Ages of barbarifm fome 
will fay, could not produce poems abounding 
with the difinterefted and generous fentiments 
io confpicuous in the compofitions of Offian ; 
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and could thefe ages produce them, it is im- | 


poffible but-they muft be loft, or altogether 
corrupted in a long fuccefiton of barbarous 
generations. 

Thefe obje&tions naturally fuggeft them- 
felves to men unacquainted with the ancient 
{tate of the northern parts of Britain.» The 
bards, who were an inferior order of the 
Druids, did ‘not fhare their bad fortune. 
‘They were fpared by the victorious king,.as 
it was through their means only he could 
hope for immortality to his fame. They at- 
tended’ him in the camp, and contributed to 
eftablith his power by their fongs. His great 
attions were magnified, and the populace, 
who had no ability to examine mto his cha- 
raéler narrowly, were dazzled with his fame 
in the rhimes of the bards. Jn the mean 
time, men affumed fentiments thatare rarely 
to be met with in an age of barbarifm. The 
bards who were originally the difciples of the 
Druids, hdd their minds opened, and their 
ideas enlarged, by being initiated in the 
learning of that celebrated order. They 
coujd form a perfeét heroin their own minds, 
and aferive that charaier to their prince. 
The inferior chiefs made this ideal chara&er 
the model of their conduct, and by degrees 


brought their minds to that generous fpirit 


which breathes in all the poetry of the times. 
The Prince, flattered by his bards, and ri- 
valled by his own heroes, who imitated his 
character as defcribed in the eulogies of his 
poets, endeavoured to excel his people in 
merit, as he was above them in dation.

When 
they found their themes inadequate to the 
warmth of their imaginations, they varnifhed: 
them over with fables, fupplied by their own 
fancy, or furnifhed by abfurd traditions. 
Thefe fables, however ridiculous, had their 
abettors; pofterity either implicitly believed 
them, or through a vanity natural to man- 
kind, pretended that they did. ‘They loved 
to place the founders of their families in the 
days of fable, when poetry, without the 
fear of contradi¢tion, could give what cha- 
| racters fhe pleafed of her heroes. It is to 
this vanity"that we owe the prefervation of 
what remain of the works of Offian. His 
poetical merit made his heroes famous ina 
country where heroifm was much efteemed 
and admired. The pofterity of thefe heroes, 
or thofe who pretended to be defcehded from 
| them, heard with pleafure the eulogiums of 
their anceftors ; bards were employed to re- 
peat the. poems, and to record the conneétion 
of their patrons with chiefs fo renowned. 
| Every chief, in procefs of time, had a bard in 
| his tamily, and the office became at laft he-. 
reditary. By the fucceffion of thefe bards, 
the poems: concerning the anceftors of the 
family were handed “down from generation 
to generation; they were repeated to the 
; Whole clan on folemn cccafions, and always 
alluded to in the new compofitions of the 
bards. This cuftom came dewn nearto our 
| times; and after the bards were difcontinued, 
| a great number in a clan retained by meamcry, 
, or committed to-writing, their compofitions, 
'and founded the antiquity of their families 
| on the authority of their poems. 
‘The ufe of letters was not known in the 
phic th of Europe till long after the inftitution 
rof the bards: the records of the families. of 
their patrons, their own, and more ancient 
poems, were handed down by tradition. Their 
pootical compofitions were admirably cons. 
| trived for that purpofe. They were adapted 
|to mufic; and the moft perfedt harmony. ob- 
ferved. Each verfe was fo connected with 
| thofe which preceded or followed it, that if 
| one line had been remembered in a flanza, it 
was almoft impoflible toforget the redt. The 
cadences followed in fo natural a gradation, 
and the words were fo adapted to the com- 
mon turn of the voice, after it is raifed toa 
certain key, that it was almoft impoffible, 
from a fimilarity of found, to fubfitute one 
word for another. hts excellence is pecu- 
har to the Celtic tongue, and is perhaps to 
be met with in no other language. Nor does 
this choice of words clog the fenfe, orweaken 
pe exprefion. The numerqus flections of 
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sonfonants, and variation in declenfion, make 
the language very copious. 

The defeendants of the Celt, who inha- 
bited Britain and its ifles, were not fingular 
in this method of preferving the moft precious 
monuments of their nation. The ancient 
laws of the Greeks were couched in verfe, 
and handed down by tradition. The Spartans, 
through a logg habit, became fo fond of this 
cuftom, that they would never allow their 
laws to be committed to writing.

To the Author of the London Chronicle. 
SUfrR, 


“HE laws of England relating to the 
Poor are, by the late Mr. Fielding, 
reckoned the moft copious, as well as the 
beit calculated, to provide’ for the Indigent, 
and to correct the Profligate. It is very cer- 
tain that the former fort, who keep at home 
in their refpeétive parifhes, are, not onfy by 
the laws, but alfo by that noble,fpirit of Hu- 
manity which characterifes this happy nation, 
fecured from feeling the mifery of unfatished 
hunger and chilling nakednefs; but the lat- 
ter, who are a peit to fociety, and an inde- 
lible flain to the police of our country, are 
{uffered to ftrole about, and fubfift upon the 
labour aad indufiry of #umane; charitabie 
perfons. 

Among thefe vagabonds, whofe number 1s 
incredible, two thirds of them may fairly be 
computed capable’of getting their own livings 
but trom a habit of lazineis, and want of a 
fenfe of fhame, they prefer {uch an indolent 
and nafty life, as procures them an ealy and 
a daily fubfiftence. What the lofs of fo many 
able hands may be to the Public cannot be 
eftimated, as the number of them is un- 
known; but it is far from being a trivial 
matter: but the fcandal to this opulent na- 
tion, the inconvenience that travellers fuffer, 
and the contributions raifed on the inhabi- 
tants by miferable obje&ts, or fturdy beggars, 
are grievances that call loudly for redrets. 

Part of thefe ftroling wretches confiit of 
fuch as quit their legal habitation rather than 
work, or be content with the parifh allow- 
ance: but'the greateft number are fuch as are 
born beggars, and therefore cannot have any 
place of fettlement; and-many come from 
lreland, and: not a few fromour own colo- 
nies: abroad, who have not the. means, if 
they had the inclination, to return to their 
native homes. 

To difpofe properly of all this motley 
crew, feems to be a complicated bufinefs, 
and is, undoubtedly, attended with many 
difficulties ; but. if a {pirit of reformation 
adequate to the evil be exerted, the thing 
does not appear to be impraéticable. Stp- 
pofe the Government were to give an order 
to all Civil Magiftrates of cities and towns, 
and to all the Juftices of the Peace in Eng- 
land, that upon a certain day appointed, 
they, with the affiftance of the conftable, 
tythingmen, church-wardens, and overfeers 
of every parifh, should feize all ftraggling 
vagabonds_of what fex or age fo ever, and 
confine them in fome place, til a full and 
perfect examination be taken of every indi- 
vidual, fuch as are found to have a place of 
fettlement to be conveyed thither, and thofe 
that have none, if old and infirm, to be 
maintained at the expence of the Govern- 
ment as long as they live, which it 1s ap- 
prehended may be done without any enor- 
mous charge by contracting with fome work- 
houte in the neighbourhood where they are 
taken up; and for the younger fort ot this 
clats of both fexes, they will probably be 
admitted into any work-houvfe where a ma- 
nufacture is carried on; orit may be worth 
while to fupport them there alfo by the fame 
means, for a certain time, as by this me- 
thod the race of beggars born will be utterly 
extinguifhed. 

As for thofe-that are paffed to their re- 
fpeCtive parifhes, a fevere pusifhment fhould 
be infixéted on all that fhall be afterwards 
found ftrolings;and begging in any other piace; 
and perhaps a fine laid on every panih whote 
Poor abfent themielves trom home to beg,
